Would Only Supply Seed Grain if 
Land Properly Prepared 


The rural municipality of Waverly 
at Theresa, Sask., with an eye to bet- 
ter farming, has sent a communication 
to-the department of agriculture en- 
closing a resolution passed by the 
mtnicipal council to the effect that 
those farmers desiring seed grain be 
made to sow same only on summer- 
fallow, or second crop on summer- 
fallow, and that sufficient of the seed 
oats supplied be sowed. on summer- 
fallow to ensure the applicant provid- 
ing himself for another year. The 
motion also incliided the clause that 
should a municipality supply seed in 
the future, that each applicant “be 
made to take a statutory declaration 
in which the regulations will be set 
forth, 

The communication and resdlution 
was replied to by the department of 
agriculture which congratulated the 
secretary of the municipality on his 
appreciation of the importance of 
careful farming. The department 
Said that it was in accord with ideas 
of the department excepting that no 
provision was included for the seed- 
ing of new breaking, 

_A difficulty in the immediate put- 
ting into effect of this regulation Jie 
in the fact that some settlers in un- 
organized district who will probably 
make claim for seed grain next year 
have performed such cultivation du- 
absolutely prohibit 
from getting any assistance. It 


essary to give a. minimum of 25 bush- 
els of wheat ard oats for those whose 
land is poorly prepared for crop so as 
not to shut them out entirely.

France Is Expesting tc Ship.Qre to.

Germany did France in 1870, when 
she filched Alsace-Lorraine, was giv- 
en recently by Marcel Knecht, a 
member of the French commission 
visiting this continent, when speaking 
to the members of the American So- 
ciety of Mechanical Engineers in 
New York. In 1913 the annexed part 
of Lorraine produced 21,000,000 tons 
of iron ore; the remainder, which has 
been in German hands © since 1914, 
has yielded 19,000,000 tons. In 1913 
the whole of Germany, excepting 
Lorraine, only yielded 7,000,000 tons. 

In French Lorraine the year before 
the war was declared, no less than 
48,000,000 tons of iron ore were pro- 
duced, while the great Lake Superior 
deposits of the United States only 
turned out 52,000,000 tons. 

It is estimated that there are 5,- 
330,000,000 tons yet remaining, and, 
so far as-may be judged, iron will 
exist there long after the American 
beds shall be exhausted. The Briey 
beds produced ore at a cost of 90 
cents a ton. However, France will 
get her iron deposits back, and she 
has developed new beds of richer ore 
in Normandy, and actually expects 
to ship iron to England after the 
war, getting in return the island coal. 

Notwithstanding that~ France had 
lost 70 per cent. of her iron beds, and 
55 per cent. of her best mechanics, 
had had one and a half million men 
killed and twice that number wound- 
ed, she has managed to supply 20 
divisions of the American expedition- 
ary force with field guns, and to 
help Russia, Serbia, Roumania and 
other ‘of the allied nations.

The Story of the — 
Old Contemptibles 


They Fought Splendidly and Died 
Gallantly 


“T want cighty men of the regiment 
to volunteer for.a dangerous adven- 
tute. They will remain behind when 
the column moves off and do all that 
is possible to cover the withdrawal 
of the First Division, by hindering 
the advance of the enemy. There 

. will be no surrender but they will 
stand—to the -ast—with me.” These 
simple words, spoken four years ago 
by the senior major of a famous 
British infantry regiment, as wearied 
soldier§ of the British expeditionary 
force rested for a brief hour along 
the Oise, on the La Fere-Noyon 
highway, met with an_ instant © re- 
sponse, for the clear tones of the 
ro er had no sooner’ impressed 
th meaning on minds numbed by 
hardship and fatigue than the whole 
regiment to a man leaped to a wil- 
ling response. A few minutes later 
the column moved off and the men 
who had chosen to stay © behind 
grouped themselves along the dusty 
road and sang: 


"Good bye Johnny, you must leave 
us, - 
Don’t you ’ate ter ‘ave ter go.”

able at length to offer some slight 
support on the right. By masterly 
alternate use of the two British divi- 
sions, the one covering the  retire- 
ment of the other, while the cavalry 
fought brilliantly to cover both, the 
British expeditionary force was final- 
ly extritateds 

In the annals of warfare there is 
no finer achicvement than the man- 
ner in which the second army corps 
under Sir Horace Smith. Dorrien, 
hacked its way from an onslaught in 
which four German divisions, bloated 
with their victorious advance, battled 
against them: These physically ex- 
hausted men kindled the embers of a 
Scemingly hopeless cause- by the 
flame of their instinctive courage and 
the ardent fire of loyalty to their reg-' 
iment and to their fatherland. 

Still the German. advance continu- 
ed. Checked momentarily by the bril- 
liant exploits of the Brigade of 
Guards at Compiegne on Sept. Ist, 
and by the walls of steel which the 
British infantry built from time to 
time when the yelping of the pursu- 
ing wolves grew too menacing, the 
two British divisions and the cavalry 
fell back further and further. The 
French moved the-seat of govern- 
ment from Paris to Bordeaux when 
Teuton aeroplane observers dipped 
their wings over the capital until the 
line was stretched at the outer de- 
fences of Paris. It was then that the 
great Marshal Joffre flung out the 
clarion calle that thrilled the allied 
world: “Advance, or die where you 
stand.” 

Briton and Frank stood at bay. The 
battle of the Marne was joined, The 
retreat irom Mons had passed into 
history and fifteen thousand dead and 
prisoners became a monument—more 
lasting than bronzc—to British dog- 
gedness and British discipline. 

“It is my royal and imperial com- 
mand that you concentrate your en- 
ergies for the immediate present upon 
one purpose, and that is that you ad- 
dress all your skill and all the valor 
of my soldiers to exterminate first 
the treacherous English and to walk 
over General. French’s contemptible 
little army,” was the royal proclama- 
tion of the arch-fiend of Kurope dur- 
ing the critical days of the retreat. 

If the battle of Waterloo was won 


from: Mons, the dominant note of ajon the playing fields of Eton, the re- 


symphony of sacrifice and supreme 
courage, the theme of the impcrish- 
able epic of the “Old Contempti- 
bles.” There were no heroics, but a 
ood deal of grumbling; no boast- 
g, but many a joke and a_heart- 
song; no sentimentality but an over- 
flow of quict courage. Those disci- 
plined ranks, suddenly called upon 
to face the t test to which 
war could subject them, marched 
~chéerfully, fought splendidly and 
died gallantly. 
Four years ago the British expedi- 
tionary force, consisting of six divi- 
sions of infantry and one of cavalry, 
landed safely in France’ without a 
single casualty, On the 21st of Aug- 
ust its concentration was practically 
~eompleted and on the day following 
it took up its position on the line 
stretching from Conde—just within 
French territory—to Mons, the cen- 
tre of the South Belgium  coalficld. 
The position was on the extreme left 
of the main French armies, disposed 
along the River Sambre, and it was 
understood that one, or at most two, 
of the enemy’s arn corps with, per- 
haps one cavalry division, were in 
front of the British position. There 
was no expectation of an attempt at 
an outflanking movement, for the 
fortress of Namur guarded the junc- 
tion of the. Sambre and the Meuse 
and although the Germans had _ oc- 
cupied Brussels, the Belgium army 
was giving them some busy hours. 
Suddenly the entire situation was 
changed. The great fortress of Na- 
mur, which was to withstand — the 
fiercest. onslaught for several weeks, 
collapsed like a house of cards, com- 
pelling the retirement of the two re- 
serve divisions of the Fifth French 
army on the immediate right of the 


British. At the very moment that; 


Sir John French, the British com- 
mander-in-chief, reccived word , of 
the French withdrawal “a most unex- 
pected message from General Joffre” 
was placed in his hands, advising 
him that at least three German army 
corps were moving on the British 
position in front, while another corps 
was engaged ‘in a turning movement 
from Tournay. In face of these ov- 


erabelming numbers the position of

the British army was one of the 
greatest peril. With the withdrawal 
of the French brigades it was quick- 
ly apparent that the only support 


which could give him effective aid 
was that afforded by the great fort- 
ress of Maubeuge and it was evident 
that the enemy was seeking to pin 
him against its bulwarks, ‘There was 
no option but to retire. So the force 
was withdrawn to the Maubeuge-Val- 
enciennes line, thence to the Le Ca- 
teau-Cambrai line, and still the  re- 
treat continued, Throughout these 
days and nights the British were har-

The story of 
the retreat is the saga of the British 
private soldier, Many of the men “out 
from Mons” have lone since found “a 
better “ole” and in dying they have 
left behind a proud heritage for the 
race. :

The Settlement 


South Jutland Wrengfully Held for 
Fifty-four Years 


Denmark's recently reported 
minder to Germany that certain pro- 
visions of the Danish-Prussign peace 
treaty of 1864 with respect to Schles- 
wig have not yet been fulfilled, will 
not be regarded as an attempt to 
profit unfairly by the present plight 
of the beaten bully among nations. 
In the situation of the’ Danes who 
are an overwhelming majority in the 
population of Schleswig, or South 
Jutland, there is a standing injustice 
to which those who have undertaken 
to compel the recognition of the 
rights of small nations cannot be in- 
different, Denmark's ‘silence on this 
matter during the last few years is 
explained by very obvious consider- 
ations of safety. 

The ancient hereditary rights _ of 
Kings and dukes with which the old, 
vexatious Schleswig-Holstein ques- 
tion was concerned, are not likely to 
receive very great ‘consideration in 
the a. ,ustment which the allies 
The essential consider- 
ations will be that Schleswig, or 
South Jutland, has been Danish from 
the beginning of its histofy, that it 
is inhabited principally by. Danes, 
and that it has been wrongfully held 
as a_ part of Germany for the last 
fifty-four years. The principle of 
self-determination to which the allies 
are formally committed, requires that 
the people of this territory shall have 
the opportunity to make known their 
will with respect to the government 
under which they must live. It hap- 
pens also that the treaty of Prague, 
1866, guaranteed to. the people of 
Schleswig the opportunity to declare 
themselves upon this question by 
plebiscite, so that such action as the 
allies may take in this instance will 
provide for Germany a first salu- 
tary exercise in the observance of 
sacred treaties. : 

The circumstances out of which 
this ituation arises: reveals the Prus- 
sian in a characteristic role. Prus- 
sia’s opportunity, which Bismarck 
.was quick to seize, came with the 
death in 1863 of Frederick William 
VII, King of Denmark and Duke ot 
Schleswig-Holstein, who left no is- 
suc. What more nattral than that 
a Prussian king should seek to add 
such ling-less states to his domin- 
-fons? Schleswig was Danish and had 
always been so but the Germans of 
Holstein sought a place in the Ger- 
man federation and some ancient 
ruler of the dual kingdom of Schles- 
wig-Holstein had pronounced the 
union of the two porvinces “indis- 
soluable.” The act. of robbery could 
therefore be made tg appear as 
something sanctioned by sacred tra- 
ition. ‘ 

The inclusion in the treaty of 1866 
of provision for a plebiscite’ where- 
by the people of Schleswig-might ex- 
press by vote whether they prefer- 
xed Danish or Prussian rule was, of 
course, one of Bismarck’s cynical 
concessions, made with no intention 
that it should be carried out im any 
circumstances that would bring a 
declaration in favor of Danish rule 
for Schleswig.

Southern Alberta Has Lead Over 
Saskatchewan and Manitoba 
in Output of Wool 


Notwithstanding the fact that (Were 
is equally as mitch and as good pas- 
ture in the northern as in the south- 
ern part of the province, the sheep 
industry has not advanced so far in 
Northern and Central Alberta as it 
has in Southern Alberta, Though the 
industry is steadily growing through- 
out the whole of the Canadian prairic 
west, Southern Alberta has a consid- 
erable lead oyer the rest of the pro- 
vince and over. Saskatchewan and 
Manitoba in the output of wool. At 
the present time nearly two-thirds of 
the total wool purchased in Western 
Canada comes from Southern Alber- 
ta. But there are signs that a more 
eyen distribution of sheep is taking 
place, due not to any decrease in 
their number in Southern Alberta but 
to a proportionately greater increase 
in other parts. 

One of the large sheep breeders of 
Southern Alberta has recently been 
investigating conditions in the cen- 
tral part of the province. He is very 
sincere in his praise of the fodder 
conditions. He believes thousands of 
gold dollars are going to waste there 
every year on account of the small 
number of sheep on the splendid pas- 
tures, and pictures the country in a 
few years dotted with small sheep 
ranches. This year sheep have done 
better there than in the south, and 
the lambs generally are about a third 
larger. 

The progress of the sheep industry 
is shown by the steady influx of 
these animals from other parts. They 
are going mostly to small farmers, A 
private auction sale at Wetaskiwin a 
few days ago resulted in 2,000 head 
being distributed among farmers in 
the surrounding territory. To supply 
the néeds of farmers near Saskateon, 
Saskatchewan, 2,400 head were ship- 
ped from Calgary some time ago, 
and a further consignment of more 
than seven hundred head has _ been 
made recently. The Saskatchewan 
government is also buying sheep 
whergver possible to obtain good an- 
imals to meet \further demands. The 
Manitoba government has been sim- 
ilarly active and f.rmers are availing 
themselves of the government's as- 
sistance to secure shecp.

Within twenty-four 
hours after receipt of this circular 
you arg to inform all industrial con- 
cerns Dy wire that the documents 
with industrial mobilization _ plans 
and with registration fornis be 
opened, such as are referred to in 
the circular of the commission of 
Count von Waldersee and: Caprivi of 
June 27, 1887—N, 421 de. Mobiliza- 
tion.” 


On the same day a circular’ was 
sent over a wider territory, having in 
mind the preparation for war, the ex- 
cuse of which had not yet come, 

“Circular Junie 9, 1914. Erom the 
general staff to all military attaches 
4n the countries adjacent to Russia, 
France, Italy and Norway. In all 
branches of German banks in Swe- 
den, Norway, Switzerland, and the 
United States special war credits 
have been opened for subsidiary war 
requirements. The general staff is 
authorizing you to avail. yoursef¥es 
in unlimited amounts of these cred- 
its for the destruction of the enemies 
factories, plants, and the most im- 
portant military and civil structures. 
Simultaneously with the instigation 
of strikes it is necessary to make pro- 
visions for the damaging of motors, 
of mechanism, -vith the destruction 
of vessels, setting incendiary fires to 
stocks of raW materials, and finished 
products, deprivation of large towns 
of their electric energy, stocks of 
fuel and provisions. Special agents, 
detailed to be at your disposal, will 
deliver to you explosive and incen- 

iary devices, and a list of such per- 
sons in the country under your ob- 
servation, who will assume the duty 
of agents of destruction.—(Signed) 
Dr. Fischer, general army councilor.”

Rai! Transportation in Italy 


Service Is Greatly Inconvenienced 
Through Lack of Coal 


Lack-of coal as well as lack of 
transport facilities in the shape or 
sufficient rolling stock have been the 
cause of many difficulties on the 
Italian railways. The passenger ser- 
vice has been greatly inconvenienced, 
while the goods service, has found 
great difficulties in coping with the 
demands made upon it. The use of 
lignite in Italy as a substitute for 
coal has been strongly urged, but 
here, again, it has been pointed out 
that its greater bulk as . compared 
with coal, coupled with the trans- 
port difficulties, presents a consider- 
able problem as regards its use at a 
distance from the localities in which 
it is produced. The_ high prices 
charged for scasonable fruits and oth- 
er articles of food in some parts of 
the country are also attributed in 
some degree to lack of efficient trans- 
port. According to the Corriere della 
Sera, railway trucks are to be ex- 
pected from America in the spring 
and in the meantime Signor Villa has 
endeavored to stipply the needs of 
the railways by obtaining trucks 
from England. It was found, how- 
ever, that these were of too light a 
make for use on the Italian railways 
with their steep gradients, and  ar- 
rangements have been made by 
which they are to be consigned to 
France, while that country will in ex- 
change send a certain quantity of 
more heavily built cars, provided with 
brakes, for use in Italy. The coun-

Saskatchewan 


The rapid growth of the live stock 
industry in Saskatchewan is bringing 
t» a head the question of establish- 
ing public stockyards in one or more
